THE M. MARIPOSA GIANT. 


A Man Who Could Whip 
Elanded. 
From the Fresno Expositor. 

Asbery Wills has been dead a dozen years 
but his phenomenal strength, coupled with his 
daring exploits, in the sicrras, are fresh in 
the minds of pioneers. Asberry was born in 
Mariposa county and at the age of 17 years 
stood 6 feet and four inches high in his stock- 
ing feet, and was at once entitled to and re- 
ceived the soubriquet of the Buttertly Whale. 
The Whale was unusually fond of explora- 
tions among the rugged, snow clad peaks of 
the jungled mountains. He wasaman of fine 
puysigue, proportionately built, an eagle eye 
and a clear cut American profile. His hair 
and beard were as black as the raven’s beak, 
and he always wore a luxuriant growth of 
both; his beard at 23 reached to his well filled 
hunting belt; and I have often seen him, says 
the correspondent, tie on his sombrero with 
his mustache. He had a spark of humor about 
him and his commanding person, bold, daring 
and aggressive makeup, made him a general 
favorite in camp. 

Tie, like other phenomenal men, had his pe 
culiarities. “Old Hell-in-the-bush” BL, 
Heart Deep” were ever his companions . 
camp aud on‘trail. “Old Hell-in-the-bush 
was a magnificent London twist, rifle bore gu 
Which exactly chambered an ounce ball. It 
was an old fashioned muzzle loader, weighing 
cighteen pounds, but it never weut back on its 
credentials, as indicated by its name, when in 
the hands of the Whale. ‘‘Ileart Dee’’ was a 
tremendous steel two-edged dirk weighing 
eleven pou'gls, which the Whale could use as 
a pon-knife. These two weapcns, which he 
hai thus grimly christened, were his constant 
coO:npanions while traversing the mountain 
ranges from Mineral King to Mount Lyell. 

Many and thrilling were the daring encoun- 
ters which could be related of him during his 
twelve years of mountain life in Fresno 
county. 

Un one occasion while camped ‘fat a moadow 
on the south fork of King’s river he found it 
necessary to fence off a pasture for his mus- 
tangs. Iie and his companion were felling 
trees for that purpose when by — miscale u- 
lation a tree two fect in diameter fell on his 
comp anion, crushing him to the point sut 
the Whale was cqnal to the emergency. 
T aay nis giant strength into his arms he 
lifted the leaden tr from off the prostrate 
form of his unfortunate friend. His friend 
died from the injury, but his pro raj t action in 
removing the tree allayed much of his pain 
and gave those who knew the Whale an exam- 
ple of his muscular strength, which won the 
plaudits and praise of the people througbout 
the sparsely settled country. 

The Whale’s lifting weight was nine times 
his own, or 1,500 pounds. At another tiime he 
displaved even greater strength aud wonderful 
presence of miud. Heand Frank Lewis wero 
on the midd} *. OL King’s river prospecting 
for gold and silver. 

One evening about dusk, when nearing 
camp, the Whale espied a cub bear fully 6 
months old and weighing upward of two hun- 
dred pounds. The cub was asleep on top of a 
slanting bowlder. Wills dete ‘rmined at once to 

apture the beautiful specimen alive. 

“Detter give hima little lead morphine and 
burn a little saltpetre behind it,’’ remarked 
Frank, ‘‘to make him sleep sounder.”’ 

But the Whale wouldn’t listen toit. Frank 
got on the pinacle of a neighboring tree so, as 
he said, he could See just how Wills caught 
hold of the cub. Wills grabbed the animal by 
both hind feet, and startled thus from its lair, 
the Whale was soon convinced that he hada 
large and powerful brute to contend with. 
The cub set up a hideous yelling, and showing 
fight, summoned its young strength perhaps 
for the first time to cope with its new found 
foe. The bowlder was slanting and slick, 
making footing unsure, and do wn its declivit- 
ous side rolled manand bear. A thick co pse 
of yerba buena-and fern received the mysteri- 
ous couple into its wild retreat. Whena footing 
was reachcd Wills was on top, but the desperate 
animal by its cries had warned its ferocious 
mother of its peril, Frank, from his perch, 
attempted to pour hot lead into the appreach- 
ing: beast, now not more than fifty yards away 
and nearing the spot twenty feet at a bound. 

The Whale took in the situation. It took 
both hands to overpower the cub; what was he 
todo; There was no time to theorize.

THE NEED THEREFOR 
PLESENTED IN AN OPEN 


Written by Mr, P. A. Stovall, of the Augusta 
Chronicle, to Mr. Clark Howell, One of 
Fulton's Kepresentatives. 


The following open letter, addressed by Mr. 
P. A. Stovall, of the Augusta Chronicle, to 
Mr. Clark Howell, one of Fulton’s representa- 
tives, will explain itself. Mr. Stovall is one of 
the trustees of the state university, and is one 
of the brightest journalists in the south. He 
has taken a strong stand for the cause of edu- 
cation and no influence in the state is doing 
better work to arouse public sentiment on the 
subject than the Chronicle. Foliowing is: 

Mr. Stovall’s Letter. 

AvaustTA, Ga., July 10, 1859.—Hon. Clark 
Tlowcil, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I address you this 
comminicat ion b ecause I 1ecognize the interest you 
have displayed in the cause of higher education in 
Georgia. Fhis interest, if I understand aright’, is 
not owing solcly to the fact that you are a graduate 
of the uniy ersity at Athens, but because, aS ajour 
nalist and as a_ representative of the 
people in the legisiature, you bave been 
convinced the@ the state should make 
more liberal provision for the training of her songs 
inthe relations of good citizenship and the 
practical interests oflife. From a knowledge of 
your career and acquaintance with your personal- 
ity, I am led to believe th oul rou _— not fay sr 
the benefit of the few at the sacrifice of the mau 
and that your advocacy of the clair a of the s tate 
university would not be made at the expense of any 
important interest ofthe people cr iu disparage 
ment of the cause of primary education in 
our schools. Local | institutions should go 
for little in ac measuring official re- 
sponsibility; general interesis for much. If youand 
I were convinced that the State university at 
Athens could not be made to work to the prime ad- 
vantage of the people, it would .be our duty as citi- 
zens to abandon it, justas Jefferson did his 
mater at William and Mary, and seek to work out 
this great problem on new and more progressive 
line g. 

And first, may I inquire, does Georgia need a uni- 
versity atall? Arethe people prepared for it; will 
they sustain it and enjoy it? 

NEED FOR HIGHER FDUCATION. 

Does anybody doubt the necessity? Georgla wa 
a@ young state when the great need impressed itself 
upon her—when Baldwin framed tbe resolution 
which called it into existence. The state of Texas, 
Michigan and California were younger and cruder 
than Georgia when they endowed their universi- 
ties with public lands. Toall practical purposes, 
Georgia isa new state. She has not recovered en- 
tirely from the effect of the war, and in the midst 
of new found conditions—wiih an illiterate element 
of citizenry—! s just lteginning v0 unfold her re- 
sources and toapply them to upbuil aud re- 
viving. 

Is it not the duty of Georgia now,just as much as it 
was of Georgia in 1785, to ‘evolve froin herself the 
higlesi talent, not only of government and aamin- 
istrat ion, but for the advancement of science and 
arts”’’ Weare groping along witha growing sys- 
tem of common schools and improving coterie of 
high schools or colleges? Is it not the work of 
. democracy to build upa university in the inter-

What the Masutect turers’ 
of It. 

The Atlanta Manufacturerers’ association is 
doing a great work for the citv, although it is 
done in such a quiet way as not to attract 
much public attention. 

he association is working steadily toward 
the establishment of manufacturing indus- 
tries in Atlanta, and much of the future 
wealth and prosperity of the place, will be at- 
tributable to this association. 

The following extract is taken from the proof 
sheets of a pamphlet to be issued next month. 
It treats of a subject of vital interest to <At- 
lanta: 

Atlanta’s Water Supply. 

Thus far Atlanta has been as much blessed 
in the abundance of pure water at her command as 
in salubrity of climate. Her wells have ufforded, 
with few exceptions, plenty of the best freéstone 
water; but the increase of population has necessi- 
tated seeking asupply from outside sources, The 
present available supply, even in the face of the 
present, and the immediately prospective large 
increase of population, wiil meet the demand for 
several yearsto come; yet so evident is itthata 
very largely increased supply willbe needed in the 
heartuture, that the city authorities are indus- 
triously prospecting for it. Whatever is needed, it 
isclearthat it must be drawn from the Chatta- 
hoochee river. That is the only sure and perma- 
hent, and all sufficient source of supply. 

According to surveys made by the United States 
engineers, Frobel!), McCalla and Sublet, the flow of 
the Chatiahoochee river at and below Dimpsey’s 
and Pace’s ferries (consequently at the railway 
bridge, seven miles from Atlanta), is 1,720 cubic 
fect per second. As a liguid gallon, United States 
standard, coutains 231 exnbic inches, it follows that 
the flow of the Chattahoochee afords 1,111,587,810 
galious per day.

THE OKEF “ENOKEE SWAMP 
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4 BILL 70 


o 
A Dismal Place With Great Possibilities— Four 
Times as Large as Fulton County--It Can Be 
Drained for $40, 0 to $100,000, 


Thereis a bill now pending in the legislature 
Which ought not under anv circumstances to 
pass. 

The state cannot afford to sell land at twelve- 

nd--a-half cents an acre and it is proposed to 
convey to private parties at that price between 
350,000 and 400,000 acres—a domain four times 
as large as Fulton county. 

If this bill should, by any lack of considera- 
tion, get through it would be the cheapest land 
Georgia has sold in ninety-tour years. In 1795 
her legislature sold thirty-five mi!lion acres on 
or about the Yazoo river, in Mississippi, fora 
cent-and-a-half an acre, and the people rose up 
and hurled that legislature from power. 

It would be hard to believe that this bill to 
sell the Okefenokee swamp for twelve and a 
half cents an acre will have aghost of a chance 
in the Georgia legislature today when the 
friends of education are lamenting the lack of 
a public domain as a source of endowment for 
the schools of the state. 

Of course, the circumstances of the sale in 
1795 were entirely different from those of the 
introduction of this bill. Then there was 
vholesale and shameless bribery; now there is 
no attempt, so far as anyone knows, to exert 
an undue or indecorous intluence on the honor- 
able gentlemen who make laws for the state. 
The fact is that the Okefenokee swamp has 
been regarded as entirely worthless property, 
and without stopping to think that the 
is as well able to drain it 
as anyone else, it is possible 
that well meaning members might be inclined 
to think forty-five theasand dollars a con- 
sideration. 

But the ways and means committee of the 
house have information that the property may 
be drained for about forty thousand dollars, 
and Mr. D. B. Harrell, the chairman of the 
sub-committee appointed last session to in- 
vestigate the matter, is of opinion that the 
land after drainage would compare favorably 
with the Mississippi river bottoms, and would 
probably be worth five dollars an acre in the 
course of a few years. 

When it is remembered how fast the ordina- 
ry pine lands of south Georgia have apprecia- 
ted within the last five or ten years, it is no 
stretch of imagination to believe that the 
superior land of the Okefenokee swamp may 
be worth even more than $5 an acre ten years 
from now. Pine lands that could have been 
bought for $2 five years agoare now, in many 
parts of south Georgia, held at $5 an acre. 

The Okefenokee swamp, at five dollars 1 beg 
acre, would be worth from $81,750,000 to $ 
000,000, and at two and a half an acre it teed 
be worth neara million. If any one doubts 
that this swamp, when drained, would appre- 
ciate in value, let him think of the experience 
of Texas. A few years ago that state gave 
three million acres of land in the Panhandle 
region for a capitol that was to cost $3,000,000. 

The contract was made with Senator Far- 
ley, of Chicago, and within a year he sold the 
land to a foreism syndicate for nine millions. 
That state has a magnificent capitol, however, 
and perhaps has no cause to complain of tho 
legislators who acted in good faith on their 
judgment; but with thestate of Georgia itis 
different. She is under no necessity of selling 
hor land. She has a capitol better constructed 
than that of Texas if not quite as large. 

When the friends of cducation are bitterly 
lamenting the failure of Georgia to reserve for 
school parpenes apartofthe magnificent do- 
main she ceded to the United States in Ala- 
bama add Mississippi, it is well to consider 
carefully whether the four hundred thousand 
acres of state property remaining cannot be 
mado availabie by good management for an 
endowment of the schools, 

The University of Georgia has a school 
engineering Which might well come up to 
help of the institution that maintains it. Here 
is a practical problem upon the solution of 
which the possibility of a great revenue may 
be staked. There isa plum in the pudding, 
and the university has as much right as any- 
body to pull it out. 

It is adinitted that the Okefenokee swamp is 
a dismal place. Swamps aro always so, but 
the very causes tliat make them dismal make 
them fertile, and the noxious iniluences yield 
to the cngineering skill. 

Senator Folks, who introduced the bill, is 
accustomed to hunt in the swamp, and its dis- 
mal loneliness doubtless impressed him with 
the idea that the property was of no 
vaiue gto tho state, but- drainage las 
made valuable land of swamps _ before 
and itcan do tbe same again. It is no incon- 
siderable evidence of the feasibility of the 
undertaking that a company is willing to 
stake two hundred thousand dollars worth of 
effort on the success of their enterprise. They 
are prepared to put up a $20,000 forfeit and to 
deposit $5,000 immediately for the expense of 
the survey. Theforty or fifty thousand dol- 
lars they propose to give the state is buta 
small part of the money they propose to spend, 
The main canal, it is said, will be fifty feet 
wide and there are to be twenty or thirty 
canals in all. 

The cost of drainage reported to the ways 
and means committee may bo too small, but 
it has been estimated before that the work 
could be done for $100,000 and at that cost the 
profit to the state would be immense. No pri- 
vate corporation is better able than the state 
of Georgia to own and develop this property, 
and no one needs it more than the school popu- 
lation of the stat e. es G. COOPER.

A CREEK BECOMES A RAGING STREAM 


All the Bridges 
and 


Several Narrow Escapes—

Battmore, July 13.—A_ cloud-burst this 
afternoon at about 1 o’clock did considerable 
damage in the county,, a small creek, Herring 
Run, rising in a few moments from six tn six- 
teen feet deep.

Mr. and Mrs. Quijlle Cunningham, wholived 
moar tiie bridge, took refuge in thesecond 
story of their house, where they were found 
and rescued. After the water had subsided, it 
left a foot of mudin their parlor. Five road 
bridges were washed away by the stream and 
some catile were lost, and crops in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the creek were lost.

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LOWEY STIL. TALKING. 


The Farther off the Sluggers Are, the More 
Indignant Ue Becomes. 

e JACKSON, Miss., July 13.—[Sdecial.}—Your 
correspondent ¢a!led on Governor Lowery this 
evening and asked himif heintended pursu- 
ing Sullivan and Kilrain and their aiders and 
abettors in the late prize fight. He said un- 
hesitatingly that Sullivan and Kilrain and 
their immediate associates had made good 
their escape, but that he would exhaust every 
remedy in his power for their extradition, not 
only forthem but their aiders and abettors. 
The governor had JamesH. Neville, district 
attorney,in the judicial district embracing 
Marion county, with him yesterday, and Mr. 
Neville is today on the battleground, and will 
continue there as long 4s may be necessary to 
move prosecutions. Regarding the question 
of*extradition the governor said: 

‘If Governor Taylor holds the view that a 
man cannot be extradited for a misdemeanor 
he is mistaken. The settled doctrine of the 
courts in the construction of both the consti- 
tution and the law in extradition is so com- 
prehensive as to embrace an’y crime or stat- 
utory offense. The governor says the remedy 
by extradition is designed to serve purposes of 
public justice in which every state in the 
union has a common interest. It is time that 
some discretion shall be exercised both by the 
demanding and surrendering governors, and 
in the instance of these sluggers, the punish- 
ment isathousand dollars tine and a year’s 
unprisonment. If it wasa friv olous oifense, 
punished by a little fine or few days’ impriss 
onment, the application for surrender might 
be denied, but where a _— statutory 
offense arrays public morals and is 
shocking to humanity, there are but 
few governors who would decline tq surrender 
the criminals who have outraged decency, de- 
fied the laws of the state in so tiagranta man- 
ner. Thegreat states of Massachusetts and 
Ne WwW York, upon demand, will, no doubt, sur- 
render the slugygers. Advance ‘ed civilization 
and the proper appreciation of the comity be- 
tween states demands concert of action upon 
the part of their respective governors. <Afier 
all, the surrender of fugitive olators of 
the law is a matter for discretion by the chief 
magistrate of the state, and when he issues 
his executive warrant and directs the delivery 
of a criminal to an agent appointed to receive 
him, I am not aware of any law that would de- 
c lare that warrant void and of noeifect. Dur- 
ing the past seven years I have issucd a 
great warrants where the 
charge simply a statutory 
offense, and I am aware of no nebbiatic, nor 
the interpretation of any court, that denies or 
questions the right.”

DEEDS OF BLOOD. 


A MASSACHUSETTS MAN MURDERS A 
KAMILY 


AND THEN JUMPS FROM A WINDOW 


To the Pavement, Where He is Found a 
Shapeless Mass—Status of the Hawes 
Case— Gther Criminal News. 


Bostoy, July 13.—In Somerville early this 
morning Augustus Rosenburg shot and killed 
Mrs. Catharine Smith and her son Thomas. 
Three other children were shot, one probably 
fatally. Nocause is known. The scene of 
the shooting was at the corner of Dane strect 
and Dane court, Somerville. The ground 
floor is used as a provision and grocery store. 
The business has been carried on by Mre. 
Smith since the disappearance of her husband, 
Charles Smith, who is supposed to have com- 
mitted suicide by jumping from a Portland 
steamer about a year ago. The neighbors 
were aroused at about one o’clock bya number 
of pistol shots, and the police were promptly 
notified. The police entered the front decor 
and enconntered the dead body of Thomas 
Sinith, who received his wound probably up 
stairsand succeeded in reaching the lower 
landing before falling. A bullet had entered 
his forehead. He was the oldest of the chil- 
dren, of whom there were five. 

Mrs. Smith was found in bed. The indica- 
tions were that she was shot while asieep. All 
the children occupied rocomsin the attic, the 
second floor being used for gener ral doinestic 
purpesesand one room by Mrs. Smith and 
Iikosenberg. Thomas slept alone. Willie, 
aged twelve, and Augustus, aged seven, slept 
together in a room by themselves. The former

He had several 
children of his own living in Bow street court, 
Somerville. He went to live with Mrs. Smith 
shortly after the mystcrious disappearance of 
her husband.

ALL QUIET AT HOMESTEAD 


The Strike at Carnegie’s Mill Virtually 
Ended. 

PiTtspura, Pa., July 13.—There is an arm- 
etice at Homestead to-day, and a quict prevail- 
ing in striking contrast with the scenes of dis- 
order and excitement of yesterday. The Pink- 
erion men who arrived here yesterday morn- 
ing were not taken to the scene of trouble. It 
is understood that they are stationed at a point 
a few miles from the city, on the Pennsylvania 
railroa to await developments. All nigit 
long the strikers patrolled the river banks and 
railroad tracks watching for Pinkerton guards 
and non-union workmen, but they did not put 
in an appearance. 

This morning the strikers are still in control 
at Homestead, but they are making no demon- 
stration, and are holding off for the pending 
conference of the amalgamated officials and 
Carnegie’s managers, which has been arranged 
for 5 o’clock this afternoon. ‘The conference 
was arranged at the solicitation of Sheriff Mc- 
Candless, and every effort will be made to ef- 
fect a settlement this afternoon. If unsuccess- 
ful, one of the most formidable struggles be- 
tween capital and laborin the history of this 
city will follow. The firm is famous for its bitter 
determination in such contests, while the men 
regard it as a life and death struggle, and have 
@ most thorough organization. A meeting of 
all the lodges of the Amalgamated association 
at Llomestead is in progress. 

THE CONFERENCE LAST NIGHT. 

The canteronce suggested by Sheriff Mc- 
Candless between oilicials of the amalgaim- 
ated ssudletiols and members of the firm of 
Carnegie, Phipps & Co. was held last night, 
and it has been productive of a much better 
understanding between the parties concerned.

DEFENDING M’DOW. 


HON, W.J. WHITE STANDS UPTO THE 
COLORED JURORS 


Who Decided that McDow Was Not Guilty 
of the Murder of Captain Dawson—A 
Curious View. 

Aveusta, Ga., July 13.—[Special.}-—The 
criticisms of the colored men who were on the 

McDow jury in Charleston has aroused the 


| negroes, who do not hesitate to say that the 


verdict rendered was just and right. The 
Georgia Baptist, of which Rev. W. J. White, 
the mostable negro in Georgia, is editor, says 
editorially: 

It has been along time since the trial of a crimi- 
nal in South Carolina hasattracted such widespread 
attention as the trial of Dr. McDow in the city of 
Charleston, two weeks ago. Dr. Mcbow was 
Charged with murdering Captain F. W. Dawson, 
ed tor of the News and Courier of Charleston, and 
oue of the ieading deimocratic managers of 
South Carolina. Dr. McDow admitted the kill- 
ling, but satistied the jury that he did it in self-de- 
fense. The jury which tried the case was composed 
of five whitemen and seven colored men. Our 
personalacquaintance with most of the colored 
men who sat on this jury causes us to conclude that 
on the score ot intelligence they were probably su- 
perior to the whites. The verdict rendered was 
just what was expected by those who read the evi- 
dence as taken each day and was published in the 
daily papers. Dr. McDow was declared by the jury 
not guilty of murder and that was 
what he was on trial for. The papers all 
over the country are makinga big to do because 
Dr. McDow was acquitted, but it is not because the 
verdict is not in a¢cordance with the testimony, but 
because a majority of the jurors were colored men, 
If this jury had have declared him guilty upon the 
evidence adduced the higher courts would quickly 
have grauted a new tria!, and the same howl about 
negro jurors would have been raised. The Goorgia 
Baptist man did in this case what he has 
not done before in a number. of 
years, lie read carefully the evicence in this 
case from beginning to end, and unhesitatingly 
Stutes that no honest jury could have givena ver- 
dict different to the one rendered. Then again he 
was glad to see that intelligent colored jurors had 
wisdom enough toresch a proper conclusion and 
then rendcraverdictin accordance therewith res 
gardless of tbe bulldozing methods ot those who 
would forever hold the colored man in a position of 
inferiority. This trial raises the colored man 
up -greatly in public estimauion. This is 
snown in the fact that right upon the heels of 
the McDow verdicta numberof the same colored 
jurors were empanelled and tried another murder 
case, and was not objected toby Judge H. D. D. 
Twiggs, of Augusta, who was present during the 
McDow trialand defended the man subsequently 
tried. Judge Twiggs is an astute, penctrating advo- 
cate and would not have risked the life of his client 
before an ignorant, incompetent jury. The colored 
man Will yet be recognized in this country accord- 
ing to his true worth, and no power can be invoked 
to prevent it. 


REVIVAL IN DAVISBORO.

DavisBporo, Ga., July 13.—Last night closed 
a protracted meeting of one week at the Chris- 
tian church here. The Rev. T. M. Harris, 
L.L. D. and D. D., of Atlanta, conducted the 
meetings, which were largely attended by all 
the denominations of the tuwn, and it is doubt- 
ful if the people have ever before listened 
more patiently and more earnestly to. the 
preaching of any man.

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Prize Fighters All. 

It is natural that the Sullivan-Kilrain 
affair should provoke an outburst of indig- 
nant disgust, and we have not yet heard the 
Jast of it. 

But, onthe other hand, if thereis any- 
thing in blood, in race and in heredity, it is 
natural that our innate brutality should 
occasionally coms tothe surface. It cannot 
be kept down. Our Saxon ancestors believed 
heaven to be a place where brave men would 
spend their time among beautiful women, 
drinking liquor from the skulls of their slain 
enemies. Starting out wilh such ideas civil- 
ization has made slow progress with the 
descendants of these men of blood and iron. 
The men of onr race from time immemorial 
have pounded and hacked and mauled each 
other in battle and in the tourney, and our 
most popular literature is devoted to their 
exploits, The wager of battle as a mode of 
deciding a lawsuit survived until about a 
century ago, and the dueiis acustom not 
yet entirely suppressed. 

As we go along we do not outgrow bru- 
tality—we merely outgrow some of its forms 
and fashions. Men in steel armor quit 
pounding and punching each other, and 
stabbed and cut with their swords until the 
dueling pisiol attracted their attention. 
Then by common consent the fist loomed up 
asa handy weapon, and boxing was culti- 
vated until prize fights became fashionable. 
The fact that we have nuw outgrown the 
prize fight only shows that we have found 
otherforms of brutality that suit us better. 
We are still fighting for prizes. In politics 
majorities oppress minorities, and in busi- 
ness the strong push the weak to the. wall 
and strip them of everything. 

We can be inhuman, cruel and brutal 
without resorting to physical violence. 
Many a man is rather proud of the fact that 
he has never raised his hand against his 
wife and children, and yet by his indiffer- 
ence and neglect, by persistently crossing 
every wish of their lives he has just as efiect- 
wally crushed tneir spirits, health and life 
as if hie had struck them with his fists or 
with a bludgeon. Ourold brutality survives 
in the administration of our laws, in the 
treatmient of our paupers, and in the 
monopoly, oppression and insoience visited 
by the rich upon the poor, 

Does a justify Messrs, Suilivan and 
Kilrain? Nota bitof it. But while the 
matter isin our minds let us doa little 
thinking. Instead of jumping to the con- 
clusion that we have a abolished all brutality 
in suppressing prize fighting let us see where 
and in whatshape our inherited instincts 
and tastes will next break out. If our ances- 
tors siarted out with such beastly ideas of 
heaven how can their descendants be any- 
thing but sensual and combative to the end 
of the chapter? 

By all means put Sullivan and Kilrain 
ander the ban, bul let us not stop there. 
Le frown upon all eee: sellish 

ishonest prize fghting—fighting for the

mosphere, where their vapor is instantly condensed 
into many tonsof water. C ats ‘the water fallas 
fast as condensed it would be comparatively harm- 
hese. But tbe continuous uprushing currents £up- 
port (his mass of water at the hizh level, and as 
theirown vast yolumes ot vapor rising are con- 
Gensel they addiothe water already accumulated 
thousands of fect at earih’s surface—mak- 
ing, so tospeak, a lake in high air, 

As the wirlwind weakens or passes from beneath 
this vast body of waicr, which its ascending cur- 
rents have gencrated and upheld in the upper sto- 
ry of the atmosphere, the aqueous mass, no longer 
supporied, crops withever increasing gravitational 
force to tlLeearith. In severe cioud bursts the wa« 
ter does noi fallasrain, but in sheets and strcame, 
sometimes nubroken for many seconds. The cloud 
burst of 3258, at FEloll daysbure, Pa., excavated 
Many hotesin the rround, varying from twenty. 
five to thirty feet in d ameter, and from three to six 
fect deep. Ina similar-but milder storm, which 
Visited Boulogne legt diay, fissures were eut in the 
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streets elzht feet deep and openings made large 
enough to engulf a Lorse and card. 

It will be seen that human skill can 
afford little or no protection against such a 
terrific force. Wemay guard against ordi- 
nary floods, and even cyclones, but when 
an immense volume of water suddenly de- 
scends in a solid torrent from mid-air noth- 
ing can stand against it. The fate of the 
two Johnstowns may befall any other town. 
It is not safe to say that because a region 
has heretofore escaped such visitations it 
will always be exempt. 


A Strong Piea " Higher Education. 

Editor Pleasant A. Stovall’s open letter

It is peculiarly gratifying to every patri- 
otic southerner who is locking into this 
great question to find that Jefferson, the 
apostle of liberty, the very soul of democ- 
racy, was an earnest advocate of the univer- 
sity idea. “Mr. Jefferson had watched the 
progress of educatfon in other countries, and 
he knew that it. reached the people in 
streams flowing from higher sources. So 
this ardent democrat and lover of equality 
went to work to establish a central univer- 
sity, not to benefit a privileged few, but be- 
cause he saw that it would do more than 
anything else to improve the common 
schools and benefit the people at large. 

All this is made plain in Editor Stovall's 
letter, and the strong is. also made 
that our peculiar problems must be solved 
by our own people, educated in our own 
schools, and not by strangers who were 
taught in allen and perhaps unfriendly 
communities. 

Undoubtedly, as Daniel Webster put it, 
educated intelligence is the strongest pillar 
of our governmental fabric. But we can 
not have educated intelligence without 
adopting the proper means to secure the 
desired end. We must have the common 
schools, and equip them perfectly for their 
work, but they will never reach their high- 
est state of excellence until we make our 
state university the very capstone of our ed- 
ucational system. 

These are some of the conclusions reach- 
ed by the writer of the open letter referred 
to, and ihey are stated and argued so con- 
servatively and luminously that it is almost 
impossible to give the letter a thoughtful

| great many good men have lived and died in 


this world, but few better ever lived and died 
than Mr. Harvey. He was thoroughly unpre- 
tentious; he took no active part in public 
affairs, nor did he make himself conspicuous 
anywhere. He went little into society, nor did 
he belong toany religious denomination, and 
yet he made a mark in Eatonton that will be 
more lasting than any monument. He 
has left behind him the fragrance of 
a pure life, and an example by which all] 
young men may profit. 

Mr. Harvey went to Eatonton in 1831, going 
there from the country. He was blessed with 
the hope, energy and viger that ure the pos- 
session of those who are bred close to the 
bosom of mother nature, and he 
made his way rapidly. Beginning 
with a little notion shop he soon found himself 
at the head of the leading dry goods store in 
the town. He took ahizh position at once in 
the estimation of those who } ought from him, 
and this place he never lost during the fifty- 
eight years that ended with his death. 

In speaking of a man, Mr. Harvey, it is 
difficult to describe the nature and extent of 
the influence he exerted on the community in 
which he lived. He had the confidence and 
respect of every man, woman and child, white 
aud black, that ever knew him. IHis 
personality was a very attractive one. This 
may have been due in part to the 
fact that while he was arigid moralist, scrup- 
ulous and exact in each detail of every trans- 
action, and in each word and action, he was 
dispesed to be very lenient toward the frail- 
ties of his fellow-men. There was nothing of 
the Pharisee about him. 

Years ago, when the Ephesian was a growing 
youngster he used to hear Mr. Harvey 
quote Burns with great gusto, and it was 
always his habit, whenever he heard another’s 
faults recited by some careless gossipper, he 
always had something kind to say— something 
gracious. 

Ii has been said that 
eccentric, and sohe was. Ho was eccentric 
enough to be modest; to be unostentatious 
in his charities; to be pure in his own life 
Without misjudging others; in other words, 
he waseccentric enough to be one of the best 
men the Dromio of Ephesus ever knew. 

The Dromio of Syracuse heard an interesting 
talk the other day on the art of making money.

THE MILITARY MEN OF GEORGIA 
HERE MONDAY. 


The Object of the Meeting—The Delegates from the 
Local Companies—About Fifty Companies Will 
Send Delegates. 


The state military advisory board will hold 
its annua] meeting at 12 o’clock tomorrow in 
the senate chamber of the old capitol. 

In conjunction with this meeting a conven- 
tion of all the military companies in Georgia 
has been called. The delegates from the dif- 
ferent companies will allattend the meeting 
in full dress, so that tomorrow Atlanta will be 
made very picturesque by many varied and 
beautifal uniforms. 

The object of the meeting is to learn the 
present condition of the military of the state, 
and to adopt some plans for the better organi- 
zation of the militia. 

There are now sixty companies of infantry, 
twenty companies of cavalry and several artil- 
lery companies, making nearly one hundred 
different organizations. Between seventy-five 
and eighty of these will be represented at to 
morrow’s meeting. 

Each company will have two votes in choos- 
ing officers though there will be five or six 
delegates from each company. 

It is hoped that the report which will be 
made to the advisory board will be of such a 
nature that they will be able toshow the leg- 
islature that the militia deserves some recog- 
nition from the state. Those most -in- 
terested in military matters say that 
unless the legislature makes some appropria- 
tion for the militia’s benefit, it will be impos- 
sible for such organizations to be{keptup. The 
men leading the movement are in earnest, and 
a bill will be introduced at the present legisla- 
ture asking for the help which is so much 
needed. Several members of the house are 
personally interested in military matters, and 
they should be able to convince their less war- 
like fellow members of the necessity of keep- 
ing up the state militia, 

The Atlanta companies will be represented at 
the meeting as follows: Captain Milledge 
will head the delegation from the Governors’ 
Horse Guard, although he has recently re- 
signed his command. First Lieutenant C. W. 
Smith, Second Lieutenant John A. Miller, 
Junior Second Lieutenant E. C. Atkins, and 
First Sergeant John J. Woodside will also be 
delegates. 

The Atlanta Rifles will be represented by 
Captain A.€. Sneed, whais also a meinber of 
the advisory board. The other delegates will 
be Lieutenants F. 8. Spencerand P. H. Snook, 
T. R. Ripley, L. W. Hardin and W. J. Ixen- 
drick, 

Che Atianta Zouayes will be composed of 
Captain J. B. Hollis, Lieutenant W. E. Dean, 
Alexander White and R. E. Carpenter. 

The Atlanta Artillery will be represented by 
Captain, George B. Forbes and First Lieuten 
ant A. M. Perkerson.

HAWTHORNE WILL AGAIN BE 
AT THE FIRST BAPTIST. 


DR. 


He Will Be Called tothe Pastorate,and Will Re- 
sume His Old Charge this Fall—The Church 
Unanimeus for Him. 


Dr. J. B. Hawthorne will be his own suc- 
cessor as pastor of the First Baptist church. 

It isiearned, on good authority, that he is 
willing to take up his work in Atlanta again, 
if it is the will of his old congregation. 

And it is also quigée certain that sueh is the 
desire of a large majority of the members of 
the First Baptist church. 

Several prominent members of the church, 
who are alsoon the committee appointed to 
secure a successor for Dr. Hawthorne, assert 
positively that the matter is already settled, 
and it is only a question of time when the 
official presentment and call will be made. 

The choice will be unanimous, as Dr. Haw- 
thorne’s resignation was at the time strenu- 
ously opposed by his entire congregation. 

It was not, it seems, his original intention to 
resign, but that on account of some little mis- 
understanding as to his leave of absence, he 
thought it best to follow the course which he 
did. 

The circumstances which led to Dr. Haw- 
thorne’s resignation are very well known. 
His connection with the proposed Baptist col- 
lege at Florence, Ala., was such as toclaim a 
large part of his time and attention. He was 
aware that his frequent absences on this ac- 
count were not altogether in harmony with 
his pastoral duties, and, therefore, determined 
to tender his resignation, rather than half-way 
fulfill his charge. 

The members of the church were not willing 
to let him go, and offered him a leave of ab- 
sence until he could wind up his affairs in 
Florence. The doctor did not accept the 
proposition, however, and the result was a re- 
luctant acceptance of his resignation. 

‘‘We never had any other idea than that 
Dr. Hawthorne would ultimately be recalled, 
and would accept,’”’ said a prominent member 
of the church, in speaking of the matter. “At 
the time of his resignation it was the general 
opinion that he did so through some motives 
of delicacy, and I believe he wonld have re- 
turned two days after his resignation had been 
accepted. Heisdeeply attached to the con- 
gregation and Atlanta, and has often expressed 
his intention of spending the remainder of his 
life here. The church is a unit for him, andit 
is but natural that he should return to his old 
work.”’ 

Dr. Jeffreys, who is at present filling the 
First Baptist pulpit, will have served his time 
on the ist of September, which makes the 
early filling of the pulpit, either temporarily 
or permanently a necessity. 

On next Thursday evening a meeting will bo 
held by the committee appointed to secure the 
services of a pastor. This committee has al- 
ready had about a dozen names before it for 
consideration, but no one could be agreed upon. 
Members of the committee saythat Dr. Haw- 
thorne’s naine has never been otlicially consid. 
ered, but it is certain that at Thursday’s meet- 
ing he will be the unanimous choice, unless 
something very unexpected occurs,

Professor Townsend, of Boston, in & recent 
address to the alumni of Dartmouth college, made a 
very discouraging forecast of the future of our insti- 
tutions. 

The difficulty of securing honest municipal ad- 
ministration by popular eleciion, the professor 
thinks, must presently lead to the voluntary sur- 
reuder of the right of local self-government 
and the acceptance of government by commission 
from state legislatures instead, 

The next step, he thinks, will be the surrender of 
State authority in the same way and for like rea- 
sons, and the convéntration of ali power in a cen- 
tralized government at Washington, which in its 
turn must speedily become so corrupt and oppres- 
Bive that the people, tor the sake of peace and order, 
will with one mind welcome the dictatorship of the 
first “Man on horseback’? who shall offer his 
services as ruler. 

There is no that the 
giloomily pointed out exist, and that 
wards the surrender of free institutions is aided 
by the course of the republican party, uow that it 
hes becoine the property of an ambitious plutocracy 
of little Caesars armed with money bags. 

But shall we fold our hands and tamely submit, or 
shall we resist like men? The great majority of the 
wore hate and condemn the corruption which go 

hreatens us; they havc only to make united war- 
‘fare upon it in order to destroy it.

GREAT MELON PATCH. 


J. J. Griffin Tells What He Sew at Adams’s 
Park —Two Miles of Watermelons — Sixty 
Pounders, 


Mr. 


“Georgia has the biggest watermelon patch 
in the world,’’ said Mr. J. J. Griftin, who has 
just seen it. 

“Think of a lane two miles long with melons 
as farasthe eye can reach. It is 
an interesting sight when, the laborers go out 
at daylight to gather the melons. Squads of 
them are moving the vines _ aside 
to make roads for the wagon. 
to go thrgugh. Others are thumping and 
cutting ofthe melons from the vines while 
Others follow, gathering the fruit into the 
Wagons. 

“T never saw anything like it. The larger 
melons will average forty pounds and there 
will be Jots of sixty pounders. There will be 
cars of 1,200 melons with hardly a melon 
under thirty-five or forty pounds. 

“The Phillips Melon company, who own this 
immense melon patch of 5OVacres, will makea 
big thing out of it. In my judgment their 
protit will be not less than $150 a carload, an 
they will ship four hundred _ cars. 
Sixty thousand dollars on eight hun- 
dred acres will beat cotton. 
Without disaster, they will make such asue- 
cess that the farmers who are watching them 
will plant an immense acreage in that section 
next year. 

‘“‘Tiow did they doit? By business methods. 
That’s the whole thingin a nutshell. They 
went to work with enough cash in bank to 
carry out their plans on a_- grand 
scale, and they fertilized and worked 
the crop to the best advantage 
in every way. I couldn’t tell youn how many 
pounds of fertilizer they used, but it was all 
they conld use to advantage. There was no 
lack in anything to perfect the crops, and with- 
out some great disaster it will be the finest I 
ever saw or heard of. 

‘The thing is business from one end to the 
other. Why they have half their crop already 
sold at fancy prices—two hundred cars in Bos- 
ton. Their estimate of four hundred cars for 
the eight hundred acres is a very conservative 
one. I think it will go over that. 

‘This big melon patch is at Adams’ park, on 
the Macon and Brunswick division of the 
East ‘Tennessee road. ‘This section, as a 
melon-growing region, cannot be surpassed in 
the state. 

‘*There are also melons being raised at Reids 
and Phillips crossing, nine miles south of Ma- 
con and near Cochran, Scotland, Towns and 
Jesup. Ihaveseen the finest melons ever 
raised in the south from Towns, Ga. Up to 
the — writing, the reports from the Sa- 
vannau, Florida and Western railroad makes 
the crop from that territory 1,326 carloads 
short, conmmpared with the same time last year. 
This is — by asevere crouth. The crop 
from the line of the Southwestern railroad, 
Albee? Fe barer Sinithville, Fort Gaines 
and Montezuma, [ understand, isin fine condi- 
tion. The crop on the Georgia, Southern and 
Florida railroad, about twenty miles from Ma- 
con,isalso very tine. Especially isthis true ata 
point called Yeliston, 
south of Nacoi on 
Mr. Feagan bas a. mag 
farm and expects to realize 
from it. 

‘The syndicate of the Adams park farm is 
composed of Messrs. Monroe Phillips, C. C. 
Balcomb, J. R. Rice and J. W. Johnson, who 
began by putting up each a round sum of cash 
in bank, Thoy propose to ship only first-class 
fruit that will bring fancy prices. Much of it 
will average forty pounds and some of it 
sixty.”’ 

Mr. Griftin, who is assistant general freight 
agent of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railway, has beeu_ indefatigable 
in his efforts to build up a _ melon 
business on the Macon ard Brunswick 
road, and has done all he could to con- 
tribute to the big patch at Adam’s park. 

If things turnout asit now appears they 
will. Mr. Griffin will hardly be able to furnish 
cars enough to haulthe melons on this road 
next year. 
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THE COLOR OF BIRDS. 


How It May May be Affected by the Use of 
Cayenne Pepper. 
From the New York Times, 

Dr. Sauermann, whose high reputation 
amoug the physiological societies of the world gives 
great weight to his conclusions, has lately made a 
series of investigation intothe effect that cayenne 
pepper has upon birds, fowls, pigeons and other 
species of the feathered family. These investiga- 
tions Wore undertaken in corinection with the ob- 
served fact that canarics fed with cayenne pepper 
acquire a ruddy plumage. This diet was foundonly 
to produce the effect stated upon young birds when 
given tothem before they moulted. The color of 
the feathers of the old birds was not 
affected at all, although a = considerable 
aniount of the pepper was given 
at different times, extending over an interval 
several weeks, Moisture was found to facilitate th 
change of color to a rudy hue, which was again dis- 
charged under the influence of sunlight.or ofa 
cold, dry atmosphere. The whole of the pepper is 
not required to produce the chanse, & portion of it 
being quite Inactive, as for erenp: le the perperin 
and several extractives; similarly the red coloring 
matter alone had no effect on the color of the feath- 
ers. Itisratherthe triolein, which occurs in the 
pepper in large quantities, together with the char- 
ac teri istic pigment, which brings about the change 
of color by holding the red pigment of the pe pper 
in solution.- Glycerine may be used instead of trio- 

ein to bring about the same result. 

The same statement holds good with regard tothe 
feeding of birds with aniline colors. The red pigment 
of the pepper is also stored up in theegg yolk a as well 
apts eee 8. Theffirst] app arance ofthis colored 
pigment in the yolk can be observed as a Colored 
ring four days after the commencement of the feed- 
ing withthe pigment dissolved in fat. Continuing 
this diet for forty-eight hours will result in the 
coloring of the entire yolk. As the experiments 
haye proved so instructive and interesting they are 
to be continued throughout the present season,when 
the results will be embodied in a report to the Ber- 
lin Physislogical socicty.

Concerning Some Artists of New York and Their 
Art—Dora Wheeler C. Chase—Our Own Horace 
Bradley and His Success—Cox’s Nude Women. 


New York, July 13, 1889.— (Staff Correspon- 
dence. ]—‘Is Miss Dora Wheeler here?’ 

The question was asked ofa very pretty bru- 
nette girl who opened the door for mg at the 
Associated Artists’ rooms on Twenty-third 
strect. 

No, Miss Wheeler was out of the city for the 
summer, but her studio was open. Would I 
come in? 

Indeed I would, and entering I found myself 
in the fairy lands of decorative art. The first 
apartment was an exhibition room and upon 
the walls were hung priceless tapestries and 

ntings, and decorative brocades and silks, 
teous beyond description. A panel of 
fose-garlanded Cupids disporting themselves 
against a summer sky made one envious, upou 
this warm day of their aigy attire. 
Dora Wheeler made. a frieze of 
these Cupids for Mrs. Langtry’s boudoir. 
The room had its windows hung with exquisite 
faw silk curtains in duil shade; the floor was 
polished and covered with handsome rugs here 
and there. 

“Tam sorry,” said the pretty little artist, 
‘“that most of our hardsomest things are at the 
Paris exposition, but we have some lovely 
tapestries and art materials hore.” 

Following her to an ante-room I saw her 
open some handsome carved Oak drawers in an 
{mmense chest built intoa wall. From these 
@rawers she brought out the sort of silken and 
golden tissues in which Amelie Rives gar- 
sents her Leroines. 

COSTLY INDEED. 

Think of golden and silver cloth costing $300 
@ yard! 

Upon apicce of silver cloth seven feet in 
Jength and three in width was wroughta 
wondrous piece of tapestry, the price 31,0, 
tbe subject, ‘‘Alice Vincher,’”’ from the 

ouse of the Seven Gables. ‘Tho giri is repre- 
gented in her sleep walk out in the snow. Dora 
Wheeler had caught the weird signification of 
tho strangest of all strange writers, and with 
her wonderful power conveyed perfectly the 
expression of somnambulism upon the wraith- 
like face of the delicate gir). Tho work was 
pearly all in white and gray with just enough 
flesh tones to throw off the «impression of 
death. The eyes were opened wide, yetin 
them was no @arthly light—they were eyes 
gazing at dreams. The garments were filmy 
as the shadow of a ghost, and the whole figure 
gave the impression of unguided and strange. 

“Did she do this work?’ I asked in a low, 
awed tone, for it seemed to me this young 
Woman artist had come from a ghost land to 
paint tho strange beings she had Known there. 

“No,” replied my companion, ‘‘she makes 
most of our designs and we work them out on 
¢loth or canvas. Her mother is such a wonder- 
gul woman, too, and is as artistic as her 
@aughter. Now we can go up stairs to Miss 
Wheeler’s studio.”’ 

INTO THE STUDIO. 

Up some little crooked steps we went and 
found ourselves in a large, airy apartment. 
My first impression was of amber and dull green 
andebony. In one corner was a cushioned 
seat with a canopy of yellow India silk, the 
cushions of dull gold brocade. Tie walls were 
dull green and little square yellow silk cur- 
tains adorned the little square windows with 
their close green shutters like those in the 
French quarter of New Orleans. Tho hall 
floor was dark and adorned with leopards’ and 
sheep skins. 

Everything was just as the artist had left it 
—the swinging brass kettle in which she was 
wont to make tea Sunday afternoons, the wild 
Gowers she had gathered, an old glove,a 
palette—all bespeaking Ler departed presence. 

Over the mantel hung a life-size, full 
Bength picture of Dora Wheeler, by her master, 
William M. Chase. The slender figure was 
clothed ina dark, filmy gown. The face was 
oval, delicate refined. The dark hair lay 
above a thoughtful, white brow and clear, gray 
eyes. The nose was straight with thin nostrils 
and the lips were delicate and little sad. 

Let not the hands be forgot in the picture of 
an artist. This woman’s hands were those of 
ap idealist—long,narrow, with tapering fingers 
and delicate curves. This was Dora Wheeler, 
the artist who has shown the true beauty of 
bigh art decoration—the very priestess of the 
@udacious and grotesquely beautiful; she who 
sits upon her throne and paints pictures that 
others try to imitate, and in their failures dese- 

te what might be pleasant rooms and corri- 
rs, 

Miss Wheeler’s latcst work has been por- 
teait painting, and in this she shows the growth 
of the progressing student and artist. She in- 
tends painting 

ALL THE PROMINENT ARTISTS 

of America and had in her studio fine portraits 
of Mark Twain, William Dean Howel's and a 
mumber of others. The most striking Wheeler- 
esque painting and wildly beautiful thing had 
foritssubject “The Sun Worshipers,’” and 
represented three women against an Alma 
Tadema background. The long white fingers 
with their little arms, their glistening flowing 
hair, their postures bespeaking a religious 
frenzy almost amounting to madness, wero 
terrible, enchanting. These women giving 
their soul-adoration to the God of Fire, 
seemed, with their burnished hairand pas- 
sionate bodies, to be atoms cast out from the 
heart of their Master. 

The walls were covered with the strange 
Aream children of this strange young artist’s 
brain. There were weird figures illumined 
with “the light ne'er seen on land or sea.”’ 
There were young maidens with bunches of 
heavenly asphodeis and faces as strangely fair 
asthe flowers. Iflow I would love to eat a big 
Christmas dinner and go to slcep on that 
yellow couch and have all those strange, deco- 
gative figures come and talk to me and tell me 
what they saw and thought in thestrange land 
they came from—a land where corsets and 
tailor-made gowns and bLigh-heeled shoes were 
unknown. 

“Does Miss Wheeler work hard?’ I asked. 

*“No.not at all; there is no necessity for it. If 
there was she would <o more, but as itis she 
works wilien she pleases and doesn’t take her 
@rtasacareer. She could accomplish many 
more things if she only would, but now she 
will probably neglect her art, for she is to be 
married very soon to a young lawyer, a Mr, 
Kieth—a man of wealth and position.’ 

The pretty little woman seemed to take the 
matter seriously, but if Dora Wheeler gives up 
her art after she is married, sbe has not that 
genius which she seems to possess. 

She exhibits at the American Artists’ society 
this year a picture surpassing in force and 
beauty anything done by her heretofore—a 
picture not decorative, nor giving the slightest 
sign of her former style. The picture is that 
of a vestal virgin against a dull ground. The 
lamp in the hands throwing an amber radiance 
over fair face and dark garments is the only 
light in the picture which much resembles in 
treatment a Rembrandt. 

SOME OTHERS. 

Young Curran, a League student of twenty- 
three, has a wonderful light and shadow pic- 
ture at this exhibition that is a wonderful 
piece of art. The subject is a Japanese tea, in 
which Japanese lanterns give the light to 
figures and scenery, It is surealistically done 
that one wants to reach through the paper 
shades and touch the candles to seo if they 
will burn. 

IN CHASE’S STUDIO, 

It is wonderful to watch the strides an ar- 

sist makes in a year’s time, and strange, too, it 


| seems, when that artist seemed to have reached | 
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the highest plane twelve months ago. Last | 
year I went through Chase’s studio, and also 
studied a portrait of his at the academy. His 
work scemed perfect then, and I did not know 
it could be improved until this year, when I 
stood before his ‘*Little Lord Fauntteroy.’’ 

For bis subject he has taken little Elsie 
Leslie, the original of the play. he child 
stands against a blueish green plush portiere 
background and beside a plush chair, the color 
of which no one but Chase could harmonize 
with the hangings. The floor is covered with 
a thick, white Angora goat rug, and the child— 
an exquisite subject, fair, flaxen-haired, oval- 
faced, a slip of a girl--is richly clothed. The 
dainty limbs in stockings one knows to be 
black silk. The slippers are black satin with 
silver buckles and bows of real lace. ‘The hat 
is @ Ruben’s, soft and feathered. 

In this picture Chase fairly revels in the 
paint of which he is such a lover and such a 
master. Heisa painter of the most sumptu- 
ous refinement, who can rol} in his paint pots 
and come out, not a swine, but a God. This 
grace and purity of art is so essential that if 
an artist fail therein, he failsin his art entirely. 
Lanier says: ‘‘Let the sculptor carve him the 
most perfect form that was ever hewn out of 
marble, and if the brow be insincere, if the 
lips have a curve that hints of the flesh, he 
might as well give bis marble over for paving 
stones.” 

KENYON COX’S NAKED WOMEN. 

Kenyon Cox has some pictures at this ex- 
hibition that are destined to bo given over to 
beer saloons. Why a young artist with such 
high aims and such an ascetic and pure nature 
Will goon painting nude pictures when the 
whole world is so disgusted with this phase of 
his work, is hard to understand. He has two 
nude women this year; last vear he afilicted 
the long suffering public with only one. One 
of his recent creations is a woman on a yellow 
lounge, with a meaningless face and atrociously 
bad anatomically. His nude women are as 
bad as Edgar Salters’s novels. They are és- 
sentially naked and essentially coarse, aud 
that is all ene can say. 

CHASE IN CONTRAST. 

Chase has made several studics from the 
same mode! of Cox’s yellow sofa figure, but with 
what a different result! He showed me these 
pictures in this beantifal studio, They aro in 
pastel, and the treatment is wonderfully re- 
fined and beautifull In one the form isin the 
pose that Henna loved to paint, the figure a 
back view and reclining, and tiie light falling 
softly uvver the delicate lhmbs and shoulders, 
bringing out the burnished tints in the brown 
hair. The attitude, the very personality of the 
woman bespoke the infinite modesty, grace 
and refinement the true artist can alone give 
to a nude subject. 

The wonian was the same, but the brushes 
that painted the two pictures were guided by 
different souls. 

WORKING IN PASTEL. 

Chase has taken up pastel painting seriously 
for the tirst time this year, and his power of 
perfecting any line of art in ashort time is 
simply wonderful. He works very rapidly, 
putting a thought on canvas almost as it is 
born. He works by inspiration, like most true 
artists, 

He has a passion for Japanese gowns and 
stuffs for backgrounds. His last pastel has for 
its subject a girl in a soft scarlet Japanese 
robe. The head was turned sothat no features 
were visible, only the dark hair and partof the 
ivory-tinied check, and the graceful, girlish 
neck bending over a bowl of peonies—real 
peonieés, with: great, fluffy leaves one wanted 
to pluck. The arm of the figure in its wide- 
flowing sleeve fell carelessly down to one side, 
the hand holding a Japanese fan whose glow- 
ing colors, with that of the gown, were exquis- 
itely retiected in the delicate, curved palm. 
The background was dull gray, with barely 
detined figures in dull red and yellow. 

THAT BEAUTIFUL STUDIO. 

I described Mr. Chase’s studioina last year’s 
letter, and since then he has added toits 
beauty. Ile spends a fortune upon draperies 
and backgrounds for his pictures, and all the 
rich stuifs he paints comes from his own store 
of precious materials. He spent many years 
in travel, and has brought rich stuffs froin the 
stores of all nations to give him draperies and 
backgrounds, 

There’s a little model with a French name 
who is setting the artists wild now, and all of 
them are painting in all sorts of gowns and 
positions- She seems especially designed for 
Chase, being delicate, graceful and retined in 
the extreme. He has painted her among many 
cushions on arichdivan. The Japanese gown 
is lavender silk, with smal! contrasting figures, 
and her dainty little feet are crossed and en- 
cased in high-heeled, lace-bowed, black satin 
slippers. Sheis fair, dark-haired, gray-eyed 
and oval-faced, a flower-like looking creature 
in innocence and delicacy. 

OUR OWN HORACE BRADLEY, 

Horace Bradley was my companion upon 
this visit to Chase’s studio, and upon many 
other att rambles. Atlanta ought to be proud 
of this noble man and true artist. He has 
already gained a high place among his fellows. 
Hie is director of the league, a place that few 
young men could hold successfully. His or- 
ders for portraits are many and from the best 
people of New York, and for his magazine 
sketches he finds a ceaseless demand. He has 
a lovely studio upon Fourteenth street, and 
works there with the sunny, hopeful nature of 
atruc man and artist. He, too, has recently 
taken up pastel, and is doing some fine work 
in that line. 

Upon the wall opposite his easel is the pic- 
ture of a plain table against a dull gray wall, 
upon the former a loaf of bread and a bottle of 
water, and below the inscription: 

‘Iie who would be an artist must first learn to 
starve.” 

Vith this picture before him and hopeful 
ambition in his great, big, sunny southern 
heart, Horace Bradley has worked his way 
from obscurity into the front rank of artists. 
So confident do I feel of the beauty of his 
work and his purpose,so sure of its beauty 
and fidelity, that should he die in poverty, his 
life would seem a glorious success, like that of 
Sidney Lanicr and John Keats, and a host of 
others. But he’s not going to die in poverty, 
forheis going straight ahead, making fame 
and fortune. He is an optimist, a lover of his 
fellow-man, an unenvious, true artist in spirit. 
Such men always succeed; men who love and 
are loved by their fellows. He goes to Europe 
with his family later in the summier, to be 
gone many months, and with him go the 
blessings and God-speeds of all who know him.

THE PAUPER PRINCESS GHYKA. 


Her Beauty and Dissipations. and Her Won- 
derful Little Gray Dog. 
From the New York Sun. 

An old woman with a remarkably varied 
history died in an almshouse near Gratz, Austria, a 
few daysago. Some sixty years siuce she was a 
little p€asant girl in Woergel, Tyrcl. At theage of 
eichteen she was sent to Vienna by her brother, a 
rich brewer, to be educated. She was then a young 
woman of phenomenal beauty. Youngasshe was, 
she soon had the reputation of being the hand- 
somest girlin Vienna, acity in which few women 
are plain. After graduatingshe became guverness 
in a titled family im Bucharest. There Prince 
Ghyrka, anear relative of the present Romanian 
ambassadors at Berlin and London, feil fn love 
With her. Hetried to meet her clanudestinely, to 
give her magnificent presents, and eventually to 
induce her ‘o elope with him. 

The beantiful young governess was as clever as 
she was beautiful, however, She knew a thing or 
two abont princes and their love. She would have 
none of his attentions, One evening he came to her 
with the story that bis parents had consented to a 
secret marriage between himand her, and thata 
priest waited to perform the ceremony in a sma}l 
villnaveinthe suburbs. They were married that 
evening, as the prince had planned, and wentto 
Vienna to pass their honeymoon. All went well 
enough fortwo weeks. At theend ofthat time the 
prince got very drunk, and told the beautiful young 
woman, who considered herself to be Princess 
Ghyka, that she was not his lawful wife, that the 
pricst who married her to him was uno pricst at allt 
but his best friend, and that he was about todesert 
her for a Viennese soubrette. The prince lef* 
Vienna with his new love the next morning, after 
giving the woman he had deceived papers which 
entitled her to a small pension while be lived. 

She began shifting herself without delay. She 
made the acquaintance of acount and a rich 
banker. She had a box at the opera, acoach and 
four thoroughbreds, the most elaborate costumes, 
and the most expensive jewelry. After the first 
count and the first banker came other counts and 
other bankers. For fifteen years she lived in that 
reckless dissipation for which the: Austrian capital 
are famous. 

In the early part of the sixties, however, all this 
began to change. She had bad Juck, She sold all 
her diamonds and fine gowns, and her carriages 
and thoroughbreds. She tried hard to live on the 
smaliincome the prince had left her. She could 
not doit. The first day she drew ner pension she 
lived asof old, eating, drinking and seeing every- 
thing that cost most, The next day she was 
begging money of her friends for her morning 
coffee. She was rescued from these ‘straits by a 
small gray dog called Minos. Minos was a clever 
Gog when she first got him. Under her instrnc- 
tlon he became a marvel of canine cleverness. He 
could add, multiply and subtract, recognize a pic- 
ture, and understood a good bit of simple conversa- 
ion. His poor mistress began to exhibit him as 
soon as she bad finished his education. In Paris he 
mado a great stir at court, and all the newspapers 
made him the subject of special illustrated articles. 
He made money for his mistress as fast as she 
cenildspend it. He performed before the English, 
Prussian and small German courts, 

In the midst of this temporary prosperity of his 
victim, the Prince Ghyka died. He summoned the 
woman he had deceived and wronged to his death- 
bed and, three hours before his death, was married 
toher. She got nothing more than the title out of 

he ceremony, however. She received none of the 

rince’s property. Even the small income he gave 
ier when he abandoned herin Vienna ceased 
with his life. Minos, however, provided for ber all 
she needed in her growing years. 

In 1878 Minos died. The princess was again 
penniless. She wandered from city to city, living 
upon the charity of old acquaintances, Sne event- 
vally brougiat up at Gratz, where she cceupied two 
miserable little rooms, Halfof the time she did not 
heve enough to wear. and rarely cnough to eat. 
One day last November she sank exhausted on tho 
pavement inthe main street of Gratz. Lack of 
nourishment had deprived her of her strength, She 
was carried to she Gratz hospital and thence to the 
poorhouse, where she died. In her portfollo, ex- 
amined by the poorhouse authorities after her 
death, were found the records of her affair with the 
prinee, of her armours with the rich and titled of 
Vienna, of her subseqnent sufferings, of tha rescue 
by Minos, of his death, and of her last mortal 
struggle with poverty. 

How to Make Creams. 
The Courier-Journal. 

Creams are a delicious desert for summer, 
being light and refreshing, and have the merit of 
being very easily prepared. Creams should be ice 
cold when served. They may be flavored with 
any thing desired—fruits. chocolate, coffee or tea. 
Cakes should always be served with cream. 

Neaopolitan Cream.—Make custard ofa pint of 
rich milk, the yolks of seven eggs and an ounce of 
Sugar. Let cook Cut up a puarter of a pound of 

reserved ginger; cook it in a \jttle of the syrup: 
et cool; put two ounces of driea cherries around 
the sides of a mould; cover with a little melted 
ony: Cut thin slices of gelatine jelly in strips and 
ay round, between and sides, Whip half a pint of 
cream, into which stir one ounce of gelatina, 
(melted); add with the ginger tothe custard. Pour 
in the molds, set on ice; when cold and firm, turn 
out and serve. 

Coffee Cream.—Make a pint of rich custard. 
dissolve one ounce of gelatine and three ouncés of 
sugarin a small cup of very strong coffee. add the 
custard. and atrain. Whip balf a pint of cream; 
stir with the custard; let cool and pour in a mold, 
and set on ice to harden. 

Strawberry Cream.—Take a pint of ripe 3traw- 
berries; put them ona sieve and cover with sucar; 
dissolye two ounces of gelatine; put with three 
ounces of sugar and the juice of a lemon, and set 
on the fire to heat, Strain the strawberries; add the 
gelatine; let cool; stir in half a pint of whipped 
cream; pour in a@ mold and set on ice to form. 
Raspberries, currants or other small fruit may be 
used in place of the strawberries. 

4Istache Cream.—Dissoive half an ounce of 
gelatine with three ounces of sugar in half a 
pint of water; add the juice of onelemon and two 
oranges with ea glass of red Wine, Whip halfa pint 
of cream. When the gelatine begins to thicken 
stir it in with three ounces of yjpistachin nuts, 
blanched and chopped fine; set on ice and stir 
lightly until it begins to thicken. 

Almond Cream—Melt half an onnce of gelatine 
in a small teacup of boiling water, with half a tea- 
cup of sugar: grate four ounces of almond paste 
into it, and stir over a kettle of boillng water until 
dissolyed. Let cool, Whip a pint of cream, and 
stir in lightly. Flavor the gelatine strongly with 
lemon; set on ice.

WITH THE SOLDIERS. 


#AIOW THE BLUE-COATS PASS THEIR 
TIME AT FORT M’PHERSON. 


A Visit to the Home of the Soldiers, and a Descrip- 
tion of Their Every-Day Life—An Existence 
Notso Undesirable as is Generally Supposed— 
The Kelations of Officers and Men. 


Every day the red-legged and blue-coated 
soldiers who are stationed at Fort McPherson 
@re seen in groups scattered all over the city. 

Some of them are young, some are old, some 
tall and some short, some who are good look- 
ing and others the reverse, but that is 
just about as much as the average Atlan- 
tian knows about these sons of the nation 
who are continually passing to and fro in the 
busy tide of the city’s life. 

Occasionally one of them is seen in a rather 
shaky condition, and the general idea seems to 
class soldiers as a whole as people whose ac 
quaintance is not in the least desirable. 

But a visit to the barracks, the home of these 
soldiers, where they are seen ina very differ- 
ont aspect, is well worth the time and trouble. 
There they are seen as they should be—as 
Uncle Sam requires them to be. 

Uncle Sam is a hard taskmaster, and while 
inside his gates, at least, the soldiers carry 
themselves as become his dignity. 

As you enter the big gate of the fort you are 
brought face to face with a blue coat, whois 
pursuing lis monotonous tramp, tramp, tramp, 
up and down along the inside of the fence. On 
his shoulder he carries Lis gun, bayonet fixed 
and ready tostay the entrance or departure of 
anyone whohas no business there. If you

Meals are served at 5:45 and 11 inthe morn 
ing and at five in the cma Each company 
has a special meal signal, and if a soldier faiis 
to respondon time, he goes hungry tili the 
next meal. 

The sleeping apartment of the company is 
one large room, occupying the entire upper 
floor. As the lientenant enters this room, 
the sergeant again calls out, ‘‘attention,”’ and 
the men who are lounging about in different 
postures jump up quickly and take the posi- 
tion of asoldier on dress parade, until they 
are given the order ‘‘place rest.”’ 

Each man has a cot to himself, at the head 
of which is a neat locker for his clothing and 
belongings. These are inspected once a week, 
and are kept as neat as new pins. In the 
center of the room are the gun racks, each gun 
being numbered and having a particular place. 
The men, while in this room, spend their 
time as they please, in reading, cleaning their 
uniforms and equipments or sleeping. A 
great deal of time is devoted to cleaning 
arms, as the penalty for failing to pass weekly 
inspection is heavy. 

The soldier’s first duty begins at half past five 
in the morning, at which hour revilleis sounded 
by the buglers of all the batteries. At this 
signal the men all leave, their quartera and 
form in single file on the parade ground. The 
rollis then called by the sergeant, who also 
presents his morniag report to the captain. 
This report shows the number of men on duty. 
the sick and theabsent. Application for leaves 
of absence are handed in with the report, 
and after the commander’s approval the men

are interested in the habits and customs of 
military pests. Most of his time isoccupied in 
attending to oficial business, in which caso he 
generally directs the visitor to tho ofticer of 
the guard or the post adjut: unt, who are very 
familiar with the details of military life. 

The cfiicer of the guard, who is usuallya 
first or second lieutenant, bas a neatly titted 
up little office in a corner of the guard house. 
Allthe lieutenants at Fort McPherson are 
West Point graduates, and it wou!d be hard to 
find a more gentlemanly set of men anywhere. 
When the oilicer is prenaring to show a vis- 
itor aronnd, he calis in h's tirst sereeant, to 
whom he gives instructions aud turns over the 
office until his return. Tie soldiers and ofii- 
cers never adcress cne ancther without first 
making asa .and itis a punishable offense 
for an officer not to respond tothe salute of a 
private or inferior ollicer. 

The visitor is first shown through the guard- 
house, which does not occupy much time, as it 
isnot very extensive. Oneof the most noiice- 
able features about itis the cleanliness which 
character. it throughout. Most ot those 
who are candied in the gaurdhouse are in for 
drunkenucss, un offense which always receives 
Bevere punisimicnt. Sometimes a fine is added 
to the impr'sonment, and often the offender is 
put at hard labor. ‘There are others who are 
ia coniinement for absence without leave, as 
well as ior uicleaniiness in inspection. 

When one of the soldiers is suspected of un- 
soldierly conduct, ho is tried by-a court- 
martial, composed of five commissioned 
officers. At the head of the court i3 the judge 
advocate, Who takes his position by virtue of 
the age cf his coimmission. This court is not 
alway. s composed of the same officers, but all 
the officers atthe post, except the coloneéand 
majors, tahe aturn atit. Incases of import- 
ance, such as desertion and grave offenses, the 
commander of the post acts as judge advocate 
and his assisiaits are ciosen from among tne 
higher raukiing oliicers. 

The quarters of the officers are models of 
and comfort. The houses are 
large and cominodious, being elegantly but 
substantially finished. There are fourteen of 
these houves now completed and occupied. 
Most of the oficers have their families with 
them, and they live to all appearances just 
like ordinary citizens. Children play about in 
their front yards just the same as they doin 
town, and tho negro servants are as numerous 
and offticicus as wost anywhere elsa. In the 
afternoon the officers and their families can 
be scen promenading up and down tie walks 
and sitting on their verandas, and if it wasn’t 
forthe un‘fermm one would not suppose that 
that part of the barracks belonged to Fort 
MePherson.

and the tailor and quartermaster’s room. 


You usually tind the tailor and quartermaster % 


hard at work sorting and mending clothing. 
A regular barber shop is fitted up in one of the 
sinall rooms of the quarters, and it is one of 
the most useful features of the whole,jas the 
solgliers are required to be shaved once a day 
for inspection at dress parade. If a man is 
found dirty or not well pte he is fined or 
imprisoned in the guard house. 

A revelation awaits the visitor in the kitchen 
and mess-room. Everything actually glistens 
with cleanliness, and you can almost see your 
retiection in the polished floor. A sergeant 
meets you at the door, and when the conduct- 
ing oflicer enters, be cries “‘attention,’’ and 
immediately the cooks assume the position of 
a soldier, dropping whatever they may have in 
theirhands. They remain in this attitude un- 
til the oflicer dismisses them by the word of 
command. 

The mess-room is longer than w ide, and 
down its centre is aa ucted astrongly built 
oak table. There is no cover on the table, but 
the board is perfectiy clean and spotless. 
Large perce!aii dinner plates are laid along it 
on both sides, and the knives, forksand other 
dishes are similar to these which are usually 
geen on the tables ia first-class boarding 
houses. The whole thing is cleanliness and 
neatness itself, and the kitchen isas clean and 
ord rly as the mess-room. 

It takes two cooks for each battery, the chief 
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Beside military duty the soldier is subject 
to extra service. In connection with the bar- 
racks there isa good sized farm, and the sol- 
diers are frequeutly required to throw aside 
their guns for hoes and other agricultural im- 
plements. They also do all sorts of outdoor 
work, frequently imposed as a punishment for 
some oilense, 

A soldier’s wardrobe consists of two suits of 
undress clothing, one dress uniform and hel- 
met, collars and cuffs, shoes, stockings, under- 
wear, and ali other necessary articles of ap- 
parel, all furnished by the government, to the 
anioubnt of S220 for five years.

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SAP PINE UTILIZED. 


MANY CORDS OF THE DESPISED 
WOOD SAWN UP LVERY DAY. 


Excelsior Almost Equal to the Product of the 
Cottonwood, Linden and White Pine of the 
North and West, Manufactured fromthe Light 
Pine of the Georgia Forests. ; 


There is money in almost everything that 
grows or exisis in Georgia. 

The hills are full of minerals, the forests are 
fall of valuable wocds and the cultivated 
lands produce nearly everything that can be 
grown in the north temperate zone. 

But recently there has been a new and valua- 
bye addition to the resources of Georgia. 

The despised sap pine of the middle Georgia 
forests is being manufactured into an article 
of commerce and general consumption, the 
demand for which is increasing every day. 
Only afew years since our fathers discarded 
this useless timber, for it was not fit 
for rail timber, and a log _ house 
built of it would rot down ina year or. two 
unless it were sheltered all around. 

It was no use toset up asap pine post, for 
the wood lico would beyin to eat it before the 
Girt settled. Consequently the sap pine was 
left alone forthe simple reason that it was 
worthless. Not even pitch enovgh in it to 
make it good iirewood. 

THE NEW DISCOVERY. 

If you visit an “‘excelsior” factory you will 
gee great piles of this wood, cut into from one 
to two feet lengths and split into pieces of 
convenient size to handle. 

The process of manipulating itis very. sim- 
ple. The machine consists of a broad bit, the 
front of which is cut into numerous points, 
fixed on an upright frame of iron. Just above 
this isa knife that resembles the bit of a 
smoothing plane, and it is also firmly fixed in 
the frame. 

Above and below these two bits are rollers 
of iron with the surface cut into points so that 
they hold the wood firmly, and by turning 
gradually with each movement of the ma- 
chine, they keep the billet of wood firmly 
pressed against the pointed bit and the knife. 

The wood is forced up and down. As it 
moves upward tho little points cut into the 
soft wood, and as the wood moves downward 
the knife takes off the shaving from the face. 

This shaving has already been split into as 
many fine pieces as there are points on the 
lewer bit, and as it curls up on the fioor at the 
feet of the operator, it is the product known as 
excelsior. 

‘“Hiow many grades do you make?”’ was 
asked of Mr. Cohen, who manages the Atlanta 
Excelsior works. 

“We make two grades, coarse and medium. 
You see it depends on the fineness of the bits 
and the set of the blade. . If the points are as 
close as a fine tooth comb and the knife set as 
shallow as thethickness of tissue paper, the 
excelsior will bo like ossamer. If the teeth 
are wider apart and the knife set deeper, we 
get a coarse shaving like that which is pre- 
ferred for bed-making.”’ 

“What is the finer sort used for?” 

“Packing furniture, crockery and anything 
else that requires casy handling. It is elastic 
and clean, not easily displaced by jystling, and 
ds one of the finest packing materials known to 
commerce. And, by the way, it is coming into 
demand from an unexpected quarter. The 
fruit growers have found that it is avery 
puperior article for use in their business, as it 
fs so clean and dry and holds the fruitso 
nicely. One man down at Griffin has bought 
2,000 pounds of us during the present season. 
He must raise a great deal of fruit.”’ 

THE GEORGIA PINE COMPARED. 

“How does this sap ,pine compare with 
other woods?”’ 

‘It is very nearly as good as any. It isa 
littio more brittle than the cotton wood and 
timbers of the west,and the white pine of the 
north: But upon the whole it is nearfy as 
good as any of them.” 

‘‘Hiow much do you turn ont ?’’ 

“About pounds a day. We find a 
steady demand for ailthat we produce, and 
the machines are kept steadily going.”’ 

“What becomes of these scraps that aro 
thrown aside after they get too thin to be 
worked?” 

“Oh, we run the engines with them. The 
pine must be weil seasoned and pericctly dry 
with the bark ail off before 1t can be put in 
the machines. Itimakesa cheap and excel- 
Jent fue), and the refuse from the machines is 
thus utilized, so that nothing ifs lost.’”’ 

And thus it transpires that another element 
of the industrial resources has been developod 
and a large number of people have been given 
employment by the simple discovery that these 
saplings were gcod for something else besides 
feeding grounds for the sap suckers and tom- 
tits. 

The old field pine, that was never good for 
anything, makes a splendid quality of excel- 
gior. There is only one trouble, the blocks 
are so often knotty, Tho knots breaks the 
fiber and the machinery does not work well 
through them. 

‘But the blocks of old field pine from the butt 
mp to where the knots get too numerous, are 
®asily wrought and are almost as good as the 
white pine of the forests of Maine. 

This excelsior must be a fine thing for pol- 
Yhing surfaces, The floor around the base 
ofeach machine, though coarse and rough 
when laid down, as been polished as smooth 
as giass by cantact with the tons of wood fiber 
that have fallen upon it. One hasto be care- 
Zulin walking over it so as not to loose his 
rooting. 

It makesaciean and heavy stripping for 
beds, mattresses, lonyes and so on, and a great 

ealofitis used for these purposes. It is 

tter than hair or moss, being more elastic 
and less liable to becomedamp when the at- 
mosphere is ful! of moisture. 

Now that it has been found so valuable for 
fruit packing, the demand for excelsior will 
be largely increased, and the despised sap pine 
of the hills will rival in popularity, its golden 
hearted brother, the yellow pine of the bar- 
rebs.

Harrington himself and gave hima history of the 
well, at the same time sendiug a copy of the report 
of the board of health, givivg all the anaiyses of 
the water, and containing acutofthe wel!. I then 
requested Dr. Harrington to write to Dr, Baird, and 
state whether in view of the previouf history ot the 
well, he could recommend such a water for the sup- 
ply of acity, even though, his analyses and the 
faualyses sent him showed freedom from organic 
maticr.

progressive pollution of the soil, Under the cir- 
cumstances, whiie Istill adhere to my published 
opinion, that so furas chemical analysis will show 
the water is perfectly wholesome, I can foresee that 
it ig not impossible or improbable that at some time 
in the future the water may to deteriorate as to 
render its use for domestic purposes inadmissible, 
particularly if, as appears from your board’s report, 
the churacter of the water varfes much with ex- 
tensive punipidg.

As appears from the above letter, Dr. Harrington 
is now of the same opinion in regard to the charac- 
ter of the artesian water asisthe Atlanta board of 
health, and the other chemists who have analyzed 
the water, and who obtained practically the same 
figuresas Dr. Harrington. The water is unques- 
tionably contaminated with surface water which 
has been purified by deep filtration. But tbat 
leaves the water under suspicion, as much as @ man 
whois found with stolen goodson his person be- 
comes a suspect. The foul water of the Todd branch 
can be put through our filters at the waterworks 
and become thoroughly purified and fit for drink- 
ing purposes. But, at the same time, noone wants 
to drink a water with such a history. Undoubtedly 
tne waterin the artesian well was fully as foul as 
thatinthe Todd branch beforeit commenced its 
deep descent through the earth. The filtered water 
of the Todd branch would, however, have this ad- 
vahtage over the filtered water of tiie well, to-wit: 
that we know the filtration at the works is efficient 
and destroys all germs, and wodo not know that 
fact of filtration t rough the earth.

Judge D. B. Harrell, of Webster, who has won 
the title of *‘watch dog of the treasury,” in 
many heated contests over appropriations he 
considered unadvisable, is prominent this ses- 
sidu as an advocate of the sale of the State 
road and aproposer of an educational amend- 
ment which would give an academy to every 
county in the state.

been attempted in this direction and I 
think it is time that the state should 
begin to utilize this property and es- 
pecially as the eyes of speculators § are 
turned longingly in this direction, and 
stnall sums are already being bid for this prop- 
erty. The report*of the committee on ways 
aud means will probably be made this coming 
weck.. The recommendation of the comrnit- 
tee will probably be the appointment of a com- 
missioner to take charge of this property, super- 
ntend the surveys, make estiwates of drainage 
and report to the governor that he may 
recoinmend such action on the part of the 
legis!ature as may be necessary to utilize the 
land. 

I believe, with the exception of the fund- 
ing of the bonds of the state which fall due in 
1390, there are no matters connected with the 
financial part of legislation that are important. 
There is $2,098,000 of the public debt that will 
fal! due in October, 1890. Of this $100,000 will 
be paid to the sinking fund of the present year 
and the bill for floating the bonds of the state 
to cover the balance has already been intro- 
duced and reported favorably by the commit- 
tee on ways and means. as @ & 
be hoped that the sale of the old 

capitol will pay at Jeast another $100,000 
ana there are scattered parcels of property be- 
longing to the state which can be sold, and 
though small in amount, would yet reduce the 
amount of bonds to be issued to about 
$1,500,000, Among these pieces of property 
which ought to be sold are the old penitentiary 
aud theexecutive mansion at Milledgevilie and 
the lottery property at the corner of Walton 
and Forsyth streets, and the Indian spring 
property. I don’t think the state ought 
to own any prope rty except that which 
is necessary to carry on the state government. 
Ajl iis other prope rty ought to be ‘sold and ap- 
plied to the public debt." 


A SERIOU 5 "ACC IDEN NT.

S OME PEOPLE WHO DO, AND SOME 
WHO DU NOT. 


A Doctor Gossips About Suicides and Those Who 
Would Be—Some Who Count on Having Drugs 
Pumped Out cf Them, 


I was standing on the corner of Mrnrictta 
street one day last week talking to a doctor 
when @ young men passed us. As he did sohe 
turned and gave the wedical man a peculiarly 
ugly look. 

‘Doe,’ I said, “did you ever give that fellow 
the wrong medicine by mistake ?”’ 

‘“‘No,”’ he replied, ‘‘but I gave him the right 
medicine once and saved his life. He has 
never forgiven me for it, and I don’t suppose 
he ever will. That seems strange, doesn’t it? 
Well, I'll explain. If a man. ever 
tries to commit suicide and _ fails 
he will always hate the doctor who 
pulled him through. That young fellow had 
some trouble with his sweetheart a few weeks 
avo. It was nothing very serious and I don't 
think he wanted to die very much, but 1™ is 
emotional by nature, so he went off and 
bought enough laudanum tokill three or four 
men. Then he returned home to his family; 
told them he was tired of life, and took the 
poison. 

‘*The scene that followed was very dramatic 
until 1 was called and brought a stomach 
pump intouse. The death agony, however, 
was a failure, and by the next day he was all 
right. I suppose he thought I had made 
him seem _ ridiculous, for he always 
glares at mein that way. Now I have madea 
Study of suicide and I’ll give you a few points. 

NEVER EXPECT GRATITUDE 
for saving a would-be-suicide’s life, and never 
think you can prevent a man from killing him- 
self if he has really made uphis mind to do 
it. There wasaman in one of the western 
towns the other day who wantedtodie. Ho 
was rich, had everything that heartcould de- 
sire, but still he wanted to get out of the 
world. Firsthe took a razor and cut his 
throat. His family found him in time to sew 
up the wound and he got well. At the 
very first opportunity he jumped 
into the river, but he was seen and fished out. 
Iie next tried a gun but he only succeeded in 
biowing off one ear and part of his scalp. Not 
satisfied yet he bought some Jaudanum and 
drank it. Again he was foiled and the 
stomach pump did the work. Fora time he 
seemed reconciled to life, but he was only con- 
cocting his great scheme. He hada big bath 
tub bnilt. Over it he hung a huge knife 
which worked like the French guillotine, ina 
gcroove. At the footof the tub he placeda 
gun, loaded with buck-shot,; the muzzle point- 
ing just where @ man’s breast would be sit- 
ting under the knife in the tub. Then 
on each side, he _ rigged rests for the 
arms With razors arranged which would. cut 
the veins of both wrists. He joined all these 
appliances in such a way that by pulling a 
string they would all work together. Then he 
took a big dose of laudanum, sat himselfin the 
tub, adjusted his head under the knife and 
pulled the string with his foot. Every thing 
worked to perfection. He was literally 
CUT AND BLOWN TO PIECES, 

‘*‘No matter Low carefully that man had been 
watched, he would have found some means to 
put an end to himself, because he was deter- 
mined to do it. 

‘*There are, however, very few cases like 
that. Asa general rule, some situation arises 
of greater or less difliculty, and the man or 
woman thinks it wouid be easier to die than toe 
face the trouble. The ease with which opium 
poisons can be obtained in Ate 
lanta is one great cause of the frequent 
suicides you read of. If these people had 
to show a doctor’s certificate to procure any 
dangerous drug, they would have time to 
think better of it. Why, I had one case here 
a short time ago whero a nan lost his position. 
Hie went home and. told his wife, and they at 
once made uptheir minds todie, although 
they bad money inthe bank and no children 
to worry avout. Iwas calledin just in time 
to save them both, and when Lhaddone s0 the 

1an swore at me frightfully, and eaid he 
would kill. himself any way. The woman, 
however, secmed very penitent. She prom- 
ised that she would never try such a thing 
again, and I believed her. That very night 
she went into the country and an engine ran 
over her. The people standing about said 
she calmly walked in front of 
the moving train, and there was no 
possible way of saving her. Hor 
husband is livingin Atlanta now, and I hear 
Iie runs every time he 
sees me in the street. 

‘It isa verycommon thingto hearof a 
man’s committing suicide because he had 
been drinking. I don’t believe that this ever 
happens. Whisky may have supplied the 
nerve necessary foriheact. But the idea of 
death eae first. If a man is about to be 
hung or knows that he has a lingering or igno- 
minious death before him he may kill himself 
inhis right mind. Otherwise I feel sure that 
the brain is more or less affected before a sui- 
cide takes place. There is no question that 
some people otherwise perfectly sane have 

A MANIA FOR KILLING THEMSELVES. 

This sort of insanity is as likely to be inher- 
ited as any other. I have 
known one generation after another of the 
same family to do away with themselves 
and all inthe most originalway. I have one 
such ease in my mind now. The grandfather 
killed himself by taking carbolic acid, and 
dicd in great agony. A few years later his son 
gave a party. Early in theevening he retired 
to his study, and invited all his fricuds to come 
there at a ceriain hour, as he had sometliing to 
show them. When the hour came, and they 


opened the study door ho was found hanging 


from an improviscd gallows in the middle of 
the rcom. He was quite dead. Two of the 
grandsons and one of the granddaughters of 
the original suicide have taken their own lives, 
and I have no doubt the saine mania will crop 
up in future generations. 

“Of course, in looking = on _— suicide 
as an insanity. I don’t take into ac- 
count the frequent cases of peopie who take 
poison without the least intention of injuring 
themselves. Ihave had many cases where I 
am sure self destruction was attempicd merciy 
for effect or to attain some object. Young 
cirls, whose lovers have shown a disposition to 
be untrue, frequently udopt this means to 
create a sensation and rekindle the expiring 
flame. Sometimes, however, they carry the 
littie joke too far. I was called in once to at- 
tend a girl who had shot herself. Shehada 
hole in her side big enough to put three fingers 
in. The wound was just below the heart and 
I was afraid to probe forthe bal), andI thought 
she would die anyway. To my surprise, sho 
kept -her = strength for hours and 
showed a atroug. disposition to take 
nourishment. Finally I begun to suspect 
everything and I took her father cff where I 
knew the girl would bear us talking and told 
him there was no liopes of saving his child’s 
life, assome of the tissues of the heart were 
injured, The girl jamped out of bed and said 
it was im possible , as she had only used a blank 
cartridge. fhe hole in her side was made by 
the wad, which she had not thought of. She 

e herselfa much worse wound, however, 
than she intended to, and the young man for 
whose benefit it was all done, said ho 

COULDN’T MABRY SUCH A FOOL, 
and broke the engagement. 

‘There are always more suicides in hot 
weather than in cool, andI think the rea- 
son is that the brain is ef- 
fected by the heat. During _ this 
hot spell there have been several cases of at- 
tempted suicide reported in the papers. I no- 
tice that allthese papple took some prepara- 


tion of opium and when they do that I don’t 
think they want to cie very bad. They know 
there are plenty of doctors about. When any 
one really wants to die they use a rope or a 
gun or throw themselves in front of a moving 
train or jump off the top of some high place. 
Fortunaiely there is no river handy in Atlanta 
where people can drown themselves, or I think 
suicides would be more frequent. Running 
water seems to have an attraction for people 
sufiering from suicidal mania. 

“But you can be sure of one thing,there are too 
many ways of making the thing sure for any 
one really wishing death to take morphine.” 

And the doctor walked off smiling.
